hristmas always brings memories of home, 
explains Dave Herbst, a Walt Disney World staff member. “You 
think back to all those special times when the ones you loved the 
most were gathered round. Well, if you can’t spend Christmas at 
home with those special people, then the Magic Kingdom is the 
next best place to be in the whole world. It zs like Christmas at 
home? 

The Holiday Season—winter’s time of cheer. It’s the most en- 
chanting season of the year in the Magic Kingdoms of Disneyland, 
Walt Disney World, and Tokyo Disneyland. It’s a time of sparkling 


Hi magic filled with visions of sugarplums dancing, boughs of holly, 
| and the sounds of caroling. 


This month you can remain at home and still partake of the 
festivity that marks a Disney Christmas. “A Magic Kingdom 
Yuletide Special” (see page 15) is a Disney Channel exclusive that 
celebrates the season with song, dance, and laughter. But in the 
Magic Kingdoms themselves, the Holiday’s most beguiling mo- 
ment arrives when Christmas bunting, a towering Christmas tree, 
ornaments and decorations appear on Thanksgiving Day, the 
result of two nights of frantic decorating that takes place while the 
parks are closed. 

“It is a magic moment, even for us employees, a Disneyland 
worker explains. “The Christmas decorations go up when you're 
not there. You come to work and you’re suddenly enveloped by 
the Christmas spirit. 

“It’s like going to sleep and waking up on Christmas morning.

“It’s a show business cliche, I know, but the 
show must go on,’ said one observer. “We stood in the rain under 
umbrellas as the instruments were drenched — but the choir 
never stopped singing “‘O Little Town of Bethlehem.” 

For the young at heart, the Holidaysare a time of laughter and 
excitement. Last year, showing their dedication to celebrating 
the season, the Disney Audio-Animatronics Imagineers 
painstakingly reprogrammed Country Bear Jamboree to create 
a “Country Bear Christmas.” Again this year Grizzly Hall will 
resound with melody as the bears don their gay apparel. 


The tree’s been trimmed; Santa has spread the gifts be- 
neath its branches. And the park is flooded with decora- 
tions, music fills the air everywhere. It’s impossible not to 
be in the Christmas spirit.” 

A sudden miracle, but not an easy one! The Christmas 
Tree gracing Disneyland’s Town Square takes weeks alone 
to prepare. First the branches of the 60-foot Douglas fir 
are carefully shorn. Then the branches are fitted into 
holes drilled in the tree trunk to create a perfectly spaced 
array of evergreen. Next comes the flocking, and finally 
maintenance and decorating crews move the massive fir 
into place in the square. 

A cherry picker crane helps drape the boughs with 
3,000 sparkling lights and over 2,000 ornaments. The 
ornaments are specially selected, decreasing in size the 
higher their place on the tree. The result: a Yuletide 
beacon that stretches up into the sky. 

But there are three other trees to trim as well, and Main 
Street must be strung with holly. Windows and shops and 
halls have to be decked with wreaths. The Emporium re- 
ceives its Christmas scene (always dedicated to an ani- 
mated classic, this year the windows display the doggy mis- 
adventures of “101 Dalmatians”). The entire Kingdom 
must be remade in a few short hours; the decorating crews 
hustle like Santa’s helpers. 

Transformed, Main Street is a special arena—the site of 
Fantasy on Parade. Filled with toy soldiers, snowmen, 
reindeer pulling Santa’s sleigh, the procession requires 
300 in its cast. Each autumn, college and high school stu- 
dents take part in grueling auditions, hoping to land a spot 
in Mickey’s march. 
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While you revel in “A Magic Kingdom Yuletide Special? vis- 
itors to the enchanted land will discover that months of prepara- 
tion result in onstage entertainment that comes wrapped in a 
pretty package, too. At Disneyland, “The Magic of Christmas” 
stars Mickey, Minnie, Goofy and specially featured singers and 
dancers from “Disneyland Is Your Land” At Walt Disney World, 
it’s “A Sparkling Christmas Spectacular” that holds center stage 
in the forecourt of Cinderella Castle.

This month the focus is on the United Kingdom and the 
London of Queen Victoria.

It may seem strange to some to think of Christmas by 
Tokyo Bay.

As the clock 
strikes twelve and the old year is rung out and the new year 
rung in, fireworks explode to illuminate the sky. 

Christmas time in the Magic Kingdom. A special time in 
an enchanted place. One Disney Channel worker has spe- 
cial memories of spending the Holidays there. 

“When I was a child growing up in Southern California,’ 
she recalls, “my parents always took me to Disneyland on 
Christmas Day. What wonderful memories! And when I 
got the opportunity to work at Disneyland—vell, I felt as if 
somehow I was making a return engagement for all those 
happy times.” 

Christmas is a magic season when Jack Frost is nipping 
at your nose, the air is filled with the sound of sleigh bells, 
and families unite in good cheer. In the Magic Kingdom, 
all those glittering memories of Christmases past are pre- 
served.

“There was friendly competition,” he 
recalls. “Who could get more names on 
the credits, the Shermans or the Os- 
monds. I even got my wife into it, play- 
ing the ballerina on a bookshelf in the 
nursery.” 

Both Jeff Sherman and Jimmy Os- 
mond agree that it was a difficult pro- 
duction—turning Marie into a two-foot 
rabbit, for example, and then having 
her become “real” as the story pro- 
gresses.“But we did it all ourselves, 
Jimmy says. “It was a labor of love? 

Jeff sums up his feelings: “For me, it 
was a chance to re-create a little of the 
magic I grew up with? "9 
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A small boy and his toy rabbit become inseparable companions 


we began brainstorming, thinking of all 
the children’s stories we could do. My 
parents had read “The Steadfast ‘Tin 
Soldier’ to me when I was little. I didn’t 
read “The Velveteen Rabbit’ until I was 
15, and I cried when I read it.” 

When Jeff decided to go ahead with 
the project, his father (Robert B. Sher- 
man) and his uncle (Richard M. Sher- 
man) agreed to do the music. For Jeff it 
was a dream come true, to bring his fa- 
vorite stories to life, and to do it with his 
father and uncle. 

Then when their executive producer 
Jim Rich introduced the Shermans to 
the Osmonds, family involvement dou- 
bled. Jimmy Osmond was eager to work 
on the project, and the Osmond studios 
in Orem, Utah, had everything that was 
needed for production of the shows. 
The first was “The Velveteen Rabblt 一 
about a little boys stuffed rabbit, living 


os books become a 
part of us, so that years 
later we still remember 
moments when we were 
transported into a world far 
away from our everyday 
lives. We want to share with 
our own children those 
stories and illustrations that 
fired our imaginations, 
freed our spirit, and some- 
times taught us lessons. In 
the telling, we recapture the 
wonder we never really lost. 

The Disney Channel’s 
brand-new “Enchanted 
Musical Playhouse” draws 
on this rich reservoir of fan- 
tasy. Such all-time favorite 
stories as “The Velveteen 
Rabbit” “The Steadfast Tin 
Soldier? and “Ferdinand the Bull” take 
on a new life for television, sparkling 
with the addition of lyrical tunes, guest 
stars, and special effects. 

The adaptation of these beloved 
stories for “Enchanted Musical Play- 
house” was the dream of a man whose 
childhood was filled with magic, and he 
never lost touch with it. “I grew up asa 
Disney child,’ says Jeff Sherman, whose 
father and uncle are the Sherman 
brothers, writers of more than 40 
musical scores for Disney, including 
the Oscar-winning score for “Mary 
Poppins.” 

“Enchanted Musical Playhouse” is a 
project that Jett Sherman, 27, a 
screenwriter and producer, had been 
thinking about for years. He says, “I 
have done a lot of screenplays but I 
wanted to do something for my heart. 

“One day I was talking with Dad and 
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Taste the pure goodness of our fruit juices.

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alt also bought a piece of California 
history. In the 1700s, the property was 
called San Francisquito Ranch, a part of 
the Mission of San Fernando. Over the 
years it was leased to local ranchers, and 
in 1842 one resident tenant, Don Fran- 
cisco Lopez, made an exciting dis- 
covery. While gathering some wild 
onions under an oak tree, he found a 
few gold nuggets nestling among the 
roots. This discovery was enough to set 
off California’s first gold rush, seven 
years before James Marshall’s famous 
strike at Sutter’s Mill near Sacramento. 
For two years, miners, prospectors, 
Chinese laborers, and even outlaws 
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During the 1950s, as Walt stepped up 
his television filming, he became aware 
that nearby location sites like Lake 
Sherwood and the 26,000-acre Conejo 
Ranch were gradually being sub- 
divided. Walt had used the Golden Oak 
for scenes in his “Spin and Marty” series 
on “The Mickey Mouse Club” and 
realizing that convenient movie 
ranches would soon cease to exist, he 
made arrangements to buy it. The first 
filming at the ranch after its purchase 
was for “Toby Tyler,” an outdoor circus 
adventure airing on The Disney Chan- 
nel next month.

Bygone America lives on Disney’s Golden Oak movie ranch 


hen the Apple Dumpling Gang 

hits open country on the Chan- 

nel this month, they’re crossing 

Disney’s Golden Oak Ranch, the 
last big movie ranch in California. 

This 708-acre spread in Placerita 
Canyon, located 25 freeway miles north 
of the Disney Studio in Burbank, is a 
happy hunting ground for filmmakers. 
There they can find whatever may be 
needed for scenic outdoor settings, 
from unspoiled vistas of rolling hills 
and lush green meadows to camp towns 
and plantations. Since Walt bought the 
anch in 1959, it has been used in hun- 
dreds of movie and 工 V productions. 
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A number of permanent sets have 
been built at Golden Oak, including a 
million-dollar replica of Henning, 
Tennessee, which was aged for “Roots 
II” to show the town’s changes from 
1882 to the present. There’s a covered 
bridge which has been used in dozens 
of films, and some early American 
barns and farmhouses built for the 
“Daniel Boone” and “Swamp Fox” ۷ 
series. During the 1960s, eight buffaloes 
roamed the ranch, adding to its rug- 
ged, frontier look. Walt finally gave the 
shaggy herd to the William S. Hart 
State Park in nearby Newhall, a re- 
pository for Western Americana. ۴ 
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Vintage barns and open country provide scenic rural settings 
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dered views in every direction, so that 
pictures set in bygone periods would 
not show condominiums, television an- 
tennas, cars, or other evidence of con- 
temporary life in the backgrounds. 
Occasionally several production 
units work in various locations on the 
ranch at the same time, creating a curl- 
ous time-warp effect. For instance, 
“Fall Guy” may be staging a high-speed 
auto chase in one area while extrater- 
restrials from “Twilight Zone” materi- 
alize in another. “Scarecrow and Mrs. 
King,” “Back to the Future,” “Dynasty,” 
and “Amazing Stories,” are among 
recent shows that have filmed there. 


asure of Matecumbe,” “Herbie Rides Again” and “Amy” 
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flocked to Placerita Canyon. Then the 
gold ran out, and the canyon returned 
to its placid state for over a century be- 
fore it became home for a new crowd— 
actors, directors, cameramen, and all 
the rest of the skilled craftsmen and 
technicians needed to film movies, TV 
shows, or commercials.
